years. In resigning that place and taking the 
position of chief justice, he only holds 
until the next meeting of the general assembly 
when the place will be filled by an election by 
that body. |

Sparta Ablaze. 
GENERAL GORDON MAKES A THRILLING TALK. 
Special dispatch to The Constitution. 

Sparta, September 3.—Sparta was ablaze with 
political excitement to-day. General Gordon ar- 
rived this morning and was met at the depot by 
a large concourse. Thirty mounted men escorted 
the general to the notel, and he was cheered lus- 
tily allalong the streets. It was arranged that 
there should bea joint discussion between the 
friends of Colquitt and Norwood—General Gor- 
don and W.J. Northen to speak for Colquitt; 
Seaborn Reese and George Pierce, jr., for Nor- 
wood. A large crowd of Whites and blacks from 
all parts ofthe country were present, and the 
town presented a busy scece. It was arranged 
that each should have two hours. A 
Norwood meeting, to organize a club 
had been called for this morning 
and every Norwood man ground had been 
brought in; still Colquitt men were in the ma. 
jority. 

The speaking was in open &ir to accommodate 
the crow« 

reaboru Reese opened in a taking speech for 
Norwood He eriticised the action of the majori- 
ty in the late convention. There were mingled 
cries of “hurrah for Colquitt’ and “hurrah for 
Norwood,” and the speaking was lively from the 
start. Keese declared that the msjority tyrann)zod 
over the minority, and appealed io the people to 
throw off their yoke. He attacked Co!quilt’s ad- 
winistration on the same old charges, and ap-

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CHAOTIC CHUNKS 


OF WORLDLY ACCIDENT AND CRIME. 


The Terrible Scene on the Ebro, Where Nearly 
One Handred Spanish Soldiers Were 
Drow sed—Total Loss of a Southern 
Mail Stea ner—A Heavy Storm. 


New York, Septeinber 3 —A special from 
Paris gives tht following particulars of the 
accident on the river Ebro. Logronais a 
beautiful tewn, built on the right bank of 
the Ebro, where the river is deep. A regi- 
ment of the line was crossing on a pontoon 
bridge—the band playing gaily—when the 
bridge gave way, carrying into the river 
more than one bundred men and officers. 
The scene that followed was of indescriba- 
ble horror. The panic stricken soldiers on 
the shore were unable to assist their 
drowning comrades, who were clinging to 
the debris of the bridge. The result was 
that most of them sank, al! being in march- 
ing attire and armed with Remington rifles 
and asupply of cartridges. Theauthorities 
procured boats and had theriver dragged 
with nets and hooks. The search was pro- 
longed, by the aid of torches, until late in 
the night. The bodies of five officers and 
seventy men have been recovered,and others 
been found by the villagers lower down the 
river, where they were carried by the 
stream. The pontoon bridge had been 
erected to euable passengers to cross the 
river while the stone bridge was being re- 
paired, and had been pronounced safe by 
Seventy-nine persons in 
all are known to have been drowned. It is 
feared that the full extent of the loss of 
life has not yet been ascertained. 

An official report of the disaster on the 
Ebro states that the total number of men 
who were drowned is 9% The lieutenant 
who laid the pontoon bridge was among the 
lost. 


New York, September 3.—A special from 
St. Augustine, Fla, gives the following: 
There is very littledoubt that the steamer 
City of Vera Cruz, of the Mexican line, 


which sailed from New York on the 25th of 
August for Havana and Vera Cruz, went 
down in the recent hurricane which has al- 
ready strewn our coast with wrecks. Only 
the faintest hopes remain that any of thee 
passengers have survived. This terrible dis- 
covery was made here yesterday, when por- 
ti ns of the mail carried by the 1ll-fated ves- 
sel were washed ashore some miles south of 
this city. One mail bag contained letters 
for Cuba and Mexico, which had been 
posted in Paris, France, August 13, and an- 
other lot, was lound with envelopes, bearing 
post-mark New York, August 25.’ This at 
once indicated that the lost vessel was a 
miail steamer bound for southern ports, and 
the surmise was that 1t mu-t have ceen the 
City of Vera Cruz, as she left New York on 
the day last named. | 

A special to an evening paper from Bt. 
Augustine, Fia., says of the supposed 
wreck ofthe VeraCruz. ‘‘Thusfarsix bodie? 
have been washed ashore, together with a 
large amount of. miscellaneous merchan- 
dise. One of the bodies was thatof a middle 
aged lady, but tbere was nothing about her 
that would lead to her identification. An- 
other body was that of achild, four years 
vld, name not known. Ochers” were 
sailors, with the exception of one, who 
was dressed like a well-to-do business man 
He looks like a Spaniard, Itis feared that 
the terrific gale that has raged here for. the 
past week, made it impossible for any of 
those on board the ill-fated steamer to save 
themselves, even were they able to do so. 
[he shore, for five miles, is strewn with 
pieces of timber, barrels and other debris 
Wrecking parties have been organized 
and everything of value is being stored in 
a store-house on Main street.

Cape Jupiter and Connaversal. The storm 
was north and east. The vessel was struck 
on the port side and was heaved over on 
her beam ends. Four men were at the 
wheel all thetime. It was impossible for 
more to stand on thedeck. The vessel for 
a long time was-at the mercy of the wind 
and sea, The storm abated on the 29th of 
August. Three boats were stove in and 
one lost, and the deck rail 
was carried away. He knows 
nothing about the ead Cruz, though 
he thinks she must have encountered the 
same gale. One persOn on board the New 
Orleans thought he saw the Vera Cruz dur- 
ing the cyclone, but his statement is not 
credited.

The 
‘branches of trees were tossed abyut with 
boards, shingles, etc., ripped off by the 
force of the elements. It was hazardous to 
venture outto view the disaster that pre- 
vailed. At8:40 the farv of the storm was 
at its height. The hissing, creaking, whist 
ling roaring sound of the wind was tearful. 


| Vessels have been sunk and driven ashore, 
_waarves destroyed, roofs blown off, trees 
uprooted and a catalogue of other damages 
sustained which are impossible now to esti- 
mate. A listis given of 25 vessels which 
sustained more or less damage, some of 
them being driven ashore and broken up. 
Two or three vessels are ashore on Palisades 
very wharf except ove bave been biown 
away, including the harbor bead wh:rves. 
‘The sea-beach isstrewo wit! flour, rice, fish 
ad otber articles of food, It is believed 
tha’ severai lives are lost, as many persons 
from different vessels are wmiss- 
ing Tbree persons saved from tbe 
shipping could not secure anything in the 
way of clothing or effects. The beavy tiles 
wiiich pave the Victoria market wharves 
have been ali blown off, leaving the market 
a mere skeleton. Ali the penitentiary ves- 
sels have foundered, and those at Port Roy- 
al nave sustained considerable damage. 
The harbor presents a dreadful appearance, 
as there is not a sound vessel or wharf to 
geen. The dasjnage on land 
is roughly estimated at oue 
hundred thousand pounds. The _ roof 
of the custom house 1s entirely bare, all 
the tiles having been blown off; the villages 
of Allmantown, Brownstown, Passaimore 
town, Hannabstown, Smith's Village and 
Fietcher’s Land having sustained considera- 
ble damage. The /unatic asylum sufiered 
severely, as also the general penitentiary. 
All the churches and chapels have suffered 
more or less from the destructive visitor. 
Three severe shocks of earthquake are said 
to have been felt during the storm.

This is in c nse- 
quence of the agreement reached in the 
conference between Tammany and the 
regular state committee, under which a 
convention of the democrats and the state 
of New Yorls is to be called in which Tam- 
many is to have a minority representation. 
Tie democrats are very much pleased at 
this action of Tammany. Ithad looked as 
though Tammany’s demand for a state 
convention would lead to complications and 
disunion among democrats, but now this 
question is settled to the satisfaction of both 
wings of the party. More than this, 
it now looks as if they would harmonize 
upon city, legislature and congressional! 
candidates. Committees are at work with 
this end in view, and there is every pros- 
pect of a harmonious understanding. John 
Kelly, who guides the negotiations for 
Tammany, is see:ningly willing to concede 
almost anything to secure admittance again 
to the councils of the democratic party and 
to obtain recognition. TheIrving hall peo- 
ple are rot less willing to receive the Tam- 
many prodigals, and it is said to-night that 
party harmony is an accomplished fact 
among New York democrats. John 
Kelly paid General Hancock a visit 
on Saturday to pledge him anew Tam- 
many’s support, It was the big chief's firs: 
visit to the candidate, and it was not made 
until after the regular state committee had 
agreed to call a convention and let Tam- 
many init. This healing of differences has 
already had a stimulating effect upon the 
campaign work throughout the state. Let- 
ters are pouring in upon the committce 
from every part congratulating and epcour- 
aging.

Loxpox, September 3.—In the house of 


; Commons last night, Marquis Hartington 


said he presumed that Mr. Parnell would 
revert to his propgsal to tack the registra- 
tion bill tothe appropriation bill, which 
passed its second reading last night. If Mr. 
Parnell adheres to the above course, his mo- 
tion will take the form of an instruction to 
thecommittee to tack the clauses of one 
bill to another. It issaid that the govern- 
ment will abandon the burials bill if the 
house of lords persisis in the amendment 
proposed to that measure. 

It is stated that in the house of lords the 
conservative peers will resist the extension 
of the period of the operation of the em- 
ployers’ liability bill to seven years, but 
should they not insist upon other amend- 
ments proposed by them, which affect the 
principle of the measure, the government 
will not insist upon this point. 

In the house of coramons last night Lord 
Hartington refused to accept Mr. Parneli’s 
resolution condemning the house of lords 
for rejecting the registration bill and ex- 
pressing hopelessness of looking to that 
body for a redress of Irish grievances, be- 
cause Mr. Parnell had made it a home rule 
manifesto. The consequence will probably 
be a further obstruction to-night. 

Ail sections of the liberals and many 
of the conservatives strongly  con- 
demn the lords’ rejection of the registra- 
tion bill. The principal metive of that 
rejection was to protest against the course 
of the government majority in forcing bills 
through the house of commons and sending 
them to the house of lords at tbe fag end of 
the session, when there is no possibility of 
discussion and deliberation; but it is 
pointed out that the registration bill being 
mereiy intended to assimilate Irish pro- 
cedure to English did not require much 
consideration, and the lords are accused of 
acting from temper, occasioned by the Irish 
assaults in their house in consequence 
of the rejection of compensation for 
disturbance bill. If the lords persist 
in their alleged determination to adhere to 
their amendments of the burials bill,which 
the commons struck out and which the 
government will not’ sccept, liberal 
dissatistaction with their attitude will be 
greatly increased. 

The house of commons, this evening, 
considered the amendments of the house 
of lords to the ground game bill. The 
amendment against the government's lim 
iting the right to shoot to the occupier of 
the iand and one other person, was agreed 
to by S81 to 40. But the close time amend- 
ment wasrejected. The bill was then sent 
back to the house of lords

Its retention would re 
quire a large force, which might per- 
haps be more beneficially employed 
in India. The recent events 
certainly do not show that it can ever be re- 
tained withsafety and honor with anything 
but a very considerable garrison, and large 
garrisons on the line of communication.

“The admission of Colorado madé the number 
of states thirty-eight and the number of represen- 
tatives two hundred and ninety-three. Colorado 
was admitted August 1, 1876. _ 


The ratio of 1880 can not exactly be 
determined, but still it is pretty well es- 
tablished that the population of the 
thirty-eight states will be in the neigh- 
borhood of 48,500,000 against 958,155,515 
in 1870. These figures are based partly 
on actual returns and partly on esti- 
mates made by persons connected with 
the census office. The present number 
of members is 293, and no matter what 
the fnture number inay be, a division of 
the population by the present number 
will give a basis on which to determine 
the relative strength of the states. This 
would make the ratio 165,529; and to 
surely retain her present political 
strength in the house, Georgia 
needs a population that numbers 
1,489,761. A population of 1,400,000 
would doubtless be sufficient, but a pop- 
ulation of 1,300,000 would not. The cen- 
sus bureau people put the population of 
Georgia at the last named sum, but it 
‘will be safer to wait a few days for the full 
returns than to accept anybody’s esti- 
mate. We believe the official returns 
will show that Georgia has a fraction just 
largefenough to entitle her to a ninth 
member in the popular branch of the 
federal legislature. 


4 The Status of tt the Majority. 
Judge D. A. Vason, who was on the 
committee on rules in the recent deno- 
cratic convention has written a commu- 
nication to the Macon Telegraph in which 
he gives some interesting facts in connec- 
tion with the events that led to the recom- 
mendation of Governor Colquitt to the 
people by a majority of the delegates. 
Judge Vason gives it as his opinion that 
if the convention had adopted the ma- 
jority rule in the first instance the bolt, if 
there had been one, would have been 
small and inconsiderable. He then goes 
on to show that the committee on 
rules in their report expressly 
provided that the majority rule should 
obtain in all motions before the conven- 
tion except on nominations—that is to 
say, while the two-thirds rule was 
adopted it was agreed that this or any 
other rule or action of the convention 
might be changed or modified by a ma- 
jority vote of the convention. 

Judge Vason then reviews the action of 
the convention. After protracted ballot- 


nation was reached, for fear it would add 
to the animosity of the minority, it was 
agreed that Governor Colquitt should be 
declared as the leader of the democracy 
after three more ballotings, and a failure 
to nominate under the two-thirds rule. 
This action was placed in the hands of 
Mr. Walsh, of Richmond, as chairman of 
the committee, to report to the conven- 
tion, which he did. He moved to sus- 
pend the regular rules, so as to introduce 
this resolution. Here, then, was a fierce 
fight and commotion. Here Judge Lyon 
made the point of order “that the con- 
“vention did not have the right to ‘re- 


“nate.” The point was overruled by the 
president, who held that it was premature, 
if the motion to suspend prevailed then 
the point conld be made, The rule was 
suspended . and the point was not in- 
sisted upon. The question came up to 
adopt the resolutions of Mr. Walsh. The 
point was made that it would take a two- 
thirds vote to adoptthem, as they changed 
an existing order. The president held 
that under our rulesit only requireda 
majority yote. From his decision there 
was no appeal, and the resolutions were 
adopted by a majority vote. 

tewiting these facts with great clear- 
ness and precision, Judge Vason con- 
cludes that the two-thirds rule was 
changed aceording to law and rule, and 
that Governor Colquitt was declared the 
choice of the convention by a ma- 
jority. This is undoubtedly the 
status of Governor Colquitt’s candidacy. 
The action of the convention rescinded 
the two-thirds rule, and Governor Col- 
quitt was in reality nominated under the 
operations of the majority rule. The 
fragmentary minority participated in the 
proceedings which led to this result and 
they were bound by every party obliga- 
tion to acquiesce. They have chosen to 
ignore party obligations in the matter 
and it is for this reason that they have 
been alluded to as disorganizers. 

Judge Vason also calls attention to the 
fact that Mr. Norwood and his little 
party, with the exception ‘of one man, 
voted for the resolution of .Colonel Clif- 
ford Anderson, of Bibb, which pledged 
them to abide the action of the conven- 
tion. Judge Vason’s letter is a strong 
one.

New York Cotton. 

We understand that experiments have about 
been concluded which seem to substantiate the 
sanguine views of thuse who predicted, from the 
preliminary experime! es, thatcotton seed hulls 
would shortly supercede cotton wrste in packii g 
car journai boxes. Ia one mstance the four boxes 
on therightside of a locomotive were pack«d 
with six pounds of bulls aud two gallons of West 
Virginia oil. The two kinds of packing 
proved about equaily durable, with the difference 
inat, in lime the cotton Vuste must 
be loosened so as iO allow the waste 
to feed freely. This is not the case with the cotton 
seed huljs, whic h are sail to be very elastic, while 
the oil does not appear to effect its elasticity ; 
nap left on the seeds acts as a rec eptacle for the 
oll, Which may be said to be held in suspension, 
and as it is taken up and used by the journal the 
oll is gradually drawn from one hull to the other 
until it reachesthe journal and is fed to it in 
about the proper quantity.

She has no relatives or friends, itseems, to urge 
her toa discharge of herduty in this respect or 
otherwise provide for her. 

The parties with whom she has been lodging are 
not able to take care of her, and the city bas no 
hos ital, alms house orother place provided for 
such cases. 

This is a crying shame, but nevertheless a fact. 
Now will you not raise your voice and use your 
*vowerof pen'’in behalf of this unfortuaate 
Classiu ourcity, through the columos of THE 
CONSTISUTION,~ and cease not to plead for a city 
hospital or house of refuge until the city is re- 
deemed from this disgrace.
